Act. This memorandum suggests that in the event application 
for non-immigrant visa is made by Mrs. DU BOIS, tie Embassy 
may wish to re-submit this case for possible action under 
Section 212 (d) (3) (A) of this act providing the Embassy 
is satisfied that Mrs. DU BOIS is a bonafide immigrant.

"What kind of brainwashing can bring a black man, 
lying In a Louisiana Jail, to bite the hand which is stretched 
out to help him? 
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James Parmer’s Rejection* is filled with pompous 
cliches and denials which anybody with a grain of sense knows 
to be false, 

c ” He concludes with the time-worn and stupid insult 

about * slave labor camps * and 'mass exodus of people. » All this 
issued from his Louisiana jail cell! 

" Roy Wilkins, as Executive Seoretary of the National 
Association for the Advancement of Colored People-for which my 
husband was one of the five incorporating organizers, * fact now 
omitted from tie NAACP's 'official * statements — condescends to inform 
the 'ignorant* Chinese that the August £8th demonstration will be 
'welcomed by President Keoaedy and by many government leaders 
and legislators, * and of the 'corrective legislation' as proposed 
by President Kennedy. 

" He closes with this grandiose bit of American hypocrit- 
ical nonsense: 

"WE JOIN in your wish for peace, but believe there can 
be no genuine peace without freedom for the individual within all 
nations and the cessation of aggression, including phyical military 
invasion by nations themselves. 

"We await the opportunity to send our felicitations to 
Chinese citizens gathered in a huge demonstration in your nation’s 
capital to protest living conditions under your government and 
welcomed thereby your heads of state."

They are not 
permitted to travel there and evidently they are not able 
to read. 

"I AM sorry for James Parmer. Even the issuance 
of his stout * rejection* August 20th did not free him from 
the Louisiana cell in time for the March on Washingon, 

August 28th. 

"His masters might have made that concession. 

"Decent people throughout the world hail Chairman 
Mao Tse-tung’s call to unite against racial discrimination 
by the United States and to support Afro-Americans in their 
struggle for justice and dignity. 

"Never before has such an appeal been made to 
the world by the head of a large and powerful state. 

"We, in soon-to-be-united Africa, hear this call 
and the accompanying statement with uplifted hearts. Africans 
know well that the discrimination practiced in the United 
States is indeed discrimination against Africa, that not only 
have the imperialists and racists robbed, plundered and 
ravaged this fruitful continent, but they have employed every 
means of degradation, oppression and shame to humiliate 
Africans and all the children of Africa. 

"The wealth, prosperity and advancement of the 
United States were built on the annihilation of one people 
(the American Indian) and the enslavement of another.
